Wilson Anxiously Awaits Car­ 
ranza Reply, Said in Mexico 
to Be Highly Con­ 
ciliatory

WASHINGTON, 
July I.— Danger 
of war with Mexico is waning fast,! 
officials believed yesterday, as presi­ 
dent Wilson awaited the reply from 
General Carranza to hiB note threat­

American expedition was attacked. 
But despite this belief, militiamen 
continued to pour steadily southward 
toward the border. 
The administra­ 
tion is by no means certain that it 
may not have early need for the 
troops. / 
A United Press dispatch from Mex­ 
ico City, stating that Carranza’s re­ 
ply was about completed, was read 
with interest at the White house. 
The Mexico City dispatches report­ 
ing the belief that the Carranza re­ 
ply will avert war buoyed up hopes 
for a peaceful settlement. 
The ar­ 
rival of the American prisoners in El- 
Paso and the expressed willingness of 
th* Mexican authorities to return the 
bodies of the Carrizal dead were oth­ 
er optimistic factors. 
Officials wait­ 
ed with interest the detailed stories 
of the American troops, while refus­ 
ing all comment on the story of Lem 
Spillsbury, Mormon scout, who placed 
blame for the Carrizal battle upon 
the American officers. 
As for the possibility of further 
clashes, much depends upon the at­ 
titude of Carranza in his forthcom­ 
ing reply. 
Should it be conciliatory 
— offering the basis for friendly co­ 
operation between the two nations— 
there were 
few 
here 
today who 
doubted the president 
would go to 
the extreme in relieving Carranza of 
as much as possible the irritating in­ 
fluences attached to the presence of 
American troops in Mexico. 
While the president will not with­ 
draw the troops, new orders may be 
expected to cover the movements of 
Pershing’s column making a recur­ 
rence of the Carrizal fight improba­ 
ble.
